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"The first thing we want to comment on this week is our Mid-Winter

ions being so peor that we did not hear them. WAWZ came in fair during 
the first haif hour ‘of their broadcast during which time they were figh- 
ting it. out with KWK but after the first half hour KWK signed off and 
then WA /Z%Z was splendid, We did not hear a thing of WIAW, 10BQ, 1OBP nor 
any of the others scheduled for that morning. This just shows you how 
poor recejtion was here in York, We certainly hope that the rest of you 
had a better break than we did here in York,
